NO CAUSE FOR 
ALARM, DUFF 
COOPER SAYS 


LONDON, May 21.— Alfred Duff 
Cooper, minister of information, 
told his countrymen tonight that 
while the present war news is grave 
there is “no caus}; for great alarm.” 

Acknowledging German success, 
he declared nevertheless “the army 
of Great Britain, and the still 
greater army of France, are still 
there.” 

“As I told you last week the end 
of this battle, whatever it may be, 
cannot entail the defeat of Britain 
and France,” he said. 

“Through successful employment 
of a new technique of war, small 
bodies of the German army have 
succeeded in penetrating great dis- 
tances, but they are small bodies 
only, and the successes that they 
have achieved have involved them 
in fearful danger. 

“The army of Great Britain and 
the far greater army of France are 
still occupying the battlefields and 
they are undefeated and superbly 
confident.” 

He said: 

“Three facts alone can be defin- 
itely stated. 

“The first is that the present ob- 
jective of the enemy is the channel 
ports from which he hopes to Jaunch 
war upon this island. 

“Secondly, that small parts of 
his mechanised troops have suc- 
ceeded in eluding their opponents 
in advancing great distances and 
coming near to their objective, 

“Thirdly that the armies of Eng- 
land and France are undefeated. In 
enormously superior numbers they 
occupy the battlefield and the 
counter-attack when it comes 
should prove formidable. 

“The swaying fortunes of the 
fight matter little. It is the end of 
the battle that counts and as I told 
you last week the end of this battle, 
whatever it may be, cannot entail 
the defeat of Great Britain or 
France in the war.”

Allies May Yet Avoid De- 
feat In “Battle Of The 
Bulge”

LONDON, May 21—The Allies 
may yet avoid defeat in the 
“battle of the bulge” in northern 
France, British military experts 
said today, but the battle can, be 
lost without losing the war. 

An authoritative source said that 
the British expeditionary force is 
“fighting well on positions assigned 
to it and is in good heart.” The 


statement referred to British forces | 


that had retired to the west of Bel- 
gium and northeast France. 


RESERVED VIEW 


Military sources took a reserved 
view of the German claims that 
they had reached the English Chan- 
nel coast of France and said that 
the battle in northeast France can- 
not be described as a German vic- 
tory until the Nazis have consoli- 
dated the positions to which their 
mechanized units advanced. 

The fighting still is in a fluid 
stage, it was asserted, and even 
if the Germans get control of 
Belgium and Nerthern France, 
the Allies can reform along the 

Somme and Aisne rivers. 

Thus the main German gains 
would be the contro] of the coast 
opposite the straits of Dover (only 
22 miles from England) and posi- 
tions that would “hamper” Bri!ish- 


French communications across the 
! 


channel. 

The German planes also wou'd be 
in a position to strike at England, it 
was pointed out. 


COUNTER-ATTACKING 

The French were reported coun- 
ter-attacking in the “bulge” area— 
the whole theatre of war in north- 
ern France formed by the German 
attempt to advance in all directions 
from Sedan to the English channel. 
A counter-attack had been expected 
since Sunday’s appointment of Gen. 
Maxine Weygand as generalissimo 
of the Allied force. 

The British said that a number of 
isolated German tanks got as far as 
Amiens on the river Somme but 
that no big German columns had 
penetrated the area. Experts said 
that the German effort now was 
directed toward the French ports on 
the English Channel in an attempt 
to drive a wedge between Allied 
forces in Belgium and the main Al- 
lied armies in northern France. 

But British military quarters be- 
lieved that the mass of German 
mechanized units which had ad- 
vanced in depth, were in danger 
from the French counter-attack.

WORK EXHAUSTING 

After a few hours in the din and 
heat of a tank the men are worn 
out. Yet the men in this battle, 
some of them, have been fighting 
for days from sunrise to sundown.

I went as far as TI could toward 
the approaching German tank col- 
umns.

where operations were ahead by 
the massing of Allied and German 
planes, They clustered above the 
battle and above the approaching 
columns. 

Returning Allied aviators report- 
ed that German tank and armored 
car columns were filling every road 
through the Ardennes forest and 
down the Meuse and Sambre rivers 
valleys. 

The German columns made 30 
miles #n hour when there was no 
Opposition, the aviators said, 


DIVE LIKE HAWKS 

Allied bombing planes dived one 
after another, like hawks after their 
prey, bombing roads and bridges 
to halt the tanks. 

Ahead and alongside the tanks 
ride German motorcycle troops, 
scouts and traffic policemen com- 
bined. When, the planes bomb a 
road, the motorcyclists step on the 
gas, find detours, and lead the 
tanks to them. 

There is very little to see except 
when tank forces meet. The main 
German army rides in trucks 20 to 
40 miles behind the tanks, and the 
allied armies have retreated in 
good order before the tanks, leaving 
| always an interval of a few miles. 


The job of the Allied tanks and 
artillery, attempting to halt the 
Teutonic juggernaut, is one of 
terrible difficulty because the 
3,000 German planes in the opera- 
t'on fly daringly, tree-high, in 
front of the advancing tanks te 
machine gun defenders. 

Air fights are rarely seen frém 
the ground becauSe they take place 
at 30,000 feet or so. Often a pilot 
may go into a dive of 5,000 to 10,000 
feet as a normal manoeuvre. A pilot 
| who has to “bail out” of a fighter 
has often to turn his plane upside 
down and by pushing with his 
hands squeeze out of his narrow 
cockpit, to drop sometimes 5,000 
feet before he is clear of the bat- 
tle and can pull his parachute rip 
cord. 
| The worst sensation I had at the 
front was that of the presence of 
dive bombers. They cruise too low 
for effective anti-aircraft fire 
against them. At six miles a 
| minute they dash over a target be- 
| fort they can be seen. They turn 
quickly after spotting the © target, 
| climb 5,000 feet, turn again, point 
down, open their motors wide and 
start down. A few hundred feet 
from the ground the plane drops its 
| “eggs,” usually five which fall al- 
most together, level out and race 
away.

into Belgium on a line running from 
Sedan to Antwerp and even to Bois- 
le-Duc (Hertogenbosch) in Holland. 

“Facing this situation ‘which had 
been foreseen and discounted. What 
did-the enemy do? 

“He launched a formidable at- 
tack against the hinge of the 
French army behind the Meuse 
between Sedan and Namur, The 
Meuse, a river of difficult aspect, 
had wrongly been considered a re- 
doubtable obstacle for the enemy.

few and therefore stretched out 
thin along the great length of the 
river. 

“Also, there had been placed: here 
General Coraps army composed of

“But if the Meuse is a river of 
difficult aspect that is precisely 
when it is difficult to defend.

“It happened in England and it 
may happen here,” the opposition 
leader said, 

Mr. Hanscn, in his first major 
Parliamentary effort since he ws 
chosen house leader last Monday, 
Opened debate on the address in 
reply to the speech from the tirone. 

He criticized the government for 
alleged indifference to the part Can- 
ada should be playing in the war 
and charged that the Ist: Division 
had gone overseas poorly clad and 
equipped with obsolete weapons. 


ASKS FOR ANSWERS 

Mr. Hanson asked Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King or his associates to 
answer the following questions: 

1—Is the Empire air training 
scheme being carried on with all 
possible speed? 

2—When will Canada be sending 
men Overseas under this plan? 

3—How far advanced is organ- 
ization of the 2nd Canadian Divis- 
fon? 

4—What provision has been made 
to reinforce the 1st Division? 

§—Has Canada mobilized plant 
and industrial power in the Domin- 
ion to the utmost capacity, 

It has required a major crisis at 
the front to “shock the government” 
into a realization that Canada was in 
the war, Mr. Hanson. declared. 


KING DENIES CHARGE 

Mr. King denied the Conservative 
leader’s charge that previous +o the 
outbreak of the war the government 
had refused to consider what might 
happen abroad and had consistently 
emphasized that its defence prepar- 
ations referred to defence action in 
Canada only. 

“Our real line of defense is the 
British navy to which we do not 
contribute a single dollar or a single 
man,” Mr. Hanson said. 

Only threat to Canada’s safety 
were “the dictators of Europe,” 
and Canada’s line of defence 
against that danger was the com- 
mon line of the British and 
French, 

“Why not be honest with our- 
selves and with the people and 
admit that?” Mr. Hanson demanded. 
Canadians do not want to depend 
for their safety upon the United 
States, much as they welcomed the 
friendly goodwill of that country. 

“We are engaged in a just war. If 
ever in the history of mankind there 
was a righteous war it is my firm 
belief that Canada is now partici- 
pating in a war of high spiritual 
values, a war for the preservation 
of the maximum of individual lib- 
erty and indeed for the preservation 
of our Christian civilization.” 


GIVE ALL ASSISTANCE 

“My view of the meaning of the 

mandate to the government is that 
we should pursue with all the 
power of all the resources at our 
disposal the work of assisting the 
mother country and her gallant 
Allies in the supreme task of win- 
ning this war and driving back the 
ruthless invader. There must be the 
preservation of the maximum 
amount of liberty and of our Christ- 
ian civilization. Above al] I desire 
to make it clear that in my view 
the mandate is not for a limited 
liability contribution.” 

“I am one of those who have 
always thought that we ought to 
have a strong central government 
in Canada,” Mr. Hanson continued.

In placing the government's war 
record before the house, the prime 
minister said all he asked was that 
that record be considered in proper 
Perspective and as a whole.

The New Commander 


General Weygand has been made com- 
mander-in-chief of the Allied forces. The 
name is familiar to those who remember 
the former war or have read accounts of 
the record with any attention. Weygand 
is in the Foch line of tradition. He was 
chief of staff under Foch when the latter 
became generalissimo of the Allied forces 
and shared with him the credit for turn- 
ing the tide and winning the war. 

The appointment has immediately re- 
acted to strengthen morale in France and 
Britain, and will have the same effect ‘in 
the other Allied countries. This is no re- 
flection upon Gamelin, unquestionably an 
able general but less well known by re- 
pute. Weygand is a name to conjure with. 

It has never been quite clear whether 
the Allied armies in this war have been 
operating under a single commander or in 
independent co-operation. General Way- 
gand apparently is to wield the baton of 
Foch and hold authority everywhere and 
over all, This, too, will inspire confidence 
in the outcome, In the last analysis, run- 
ning a war has to be a one-man job. 


Quality Counts 


In his address to Congress, President 
Roosevelt said ‘one belligerent power 
now has more planes than all its oppon- 
ents combined, and also appears to have a 
production capacity greater than that of 
its opponents”. Referring of course to 
Germany, which undoubtedly has more 
planes than the Allies and a faster rate of 
production. 

But the President said something else: 
“Many of the planes of the belligerent 
powers are at this moment not of the lat- 
est models”. Also, combat conditions have 
changed rapidly in the air and the airplane 
of a year ago is out-of-date now. “It is 
too slow; it is improperly protected; it is 
too weak in gun-power”’. 

Quality counts, as well as numbers. 
Thousands of Germany’s planes, built two 
or three or four years ago, are now “old 
crates,” useful enough in freighting 
bombs into Poland, but unfitted to stand 
up to the more recently built fighters of 
the Allies. That is why Allied squadrons 
daily tackle enemy squadrons far larger 
and have been destroying them “in the 
ratio of three to one” as officially an- 
nounced. 

Germany’s numerical supremacy in 
planes is less important than it sounds. 
The vital question is whether it can build 
up-to-date planes faster than the Allies 
can build and buy them. 


Democracy at Bay 


Any lingering complacency with which 
persons in Allied and neutral countries 
may have thought about the war must 
have vanished if they listened to the 
broadcast address of Prime Minister 
Churchill on Sunday. The gravity of the 
Situation could hardly be told in plainer 
language. The crisis is not a conjectural 
one to arrive some time in the indefinite 
future. It is actual, and now. Should the 
Nazi thrust into northern France succeed, 
a mass attack of German air forces upon 
the British Isles must be expected, with 
accompanying horrors of which the news 
from Poland and the Low Countries has 
made readers all over the world sufficient- 
ly aware. 

It is just possible the “three year—per- 
haps ten year” war might end before the 
close of the present summer, and end in 
victory for Hitler, That will not happen 
if strategy and valor can prevent. But 
Allied strategy and valor are pitted 
against a mechanized army such as the 
world has not before seen, and which it is 
only now beginning to recognize as the 
stark reality and the universal menace 
that it is. And should it happen? That is 
what all other democracies have to think 
about, no less than Britain and France. 

One sentence, however, deserves close 
attention. Mr. Churchill said twenty-four 
hours might change the picture. The ob- 
servation may have| been general only, 
since it applies to military operations any- 
where at any time. But it may have had 
a more direct bearing. In his advance the 
enemy has exposed a long flank. Should 
his communications be cut, disaster would 
follow, but it would be on his side of the 
eccount.

Part of the Code 


The Dutch legation in Paris announces 
that 100,000 civilians were killed in Rot- 
terdam and one-third of the city blown to 
pieces or burned. The figure sounds in- 
credible. But that may be because no one 
who did not witness the events there can 
comprehend the havoc wrought in the 
most intense air bombardment that has 
ever taken place. 

How many would be left alive in Ed- 
monton, and how many buildings left 
standing, if this city were subjected for 
several successive days and nights to an 
almost continuous rain of bombs, weigh- 
ing anything up to a ton each? And Rot- 
terdam was a much more compact city, 
where the destruction per bomb would be 
far greater than in Edmonton. 

The legation forestalls any claim, and 
dismisses any hope among  non-Nazi 
people, that the civilian deaths were ac- 


“cidents due to bombs missing military tar- 


gets and striking elsewhere than intended. 
The carnage, it asserts, was neither inci- 
dental, nor haphazard, but systematic. 
Each flight of bombers cut a swathe 
straight across the city, doing the maxi- 
mum of killing and wrecking with the 
minimum expenditure of bombs. 

For scientific slaughter of civilians 
there is probably no parallel to this in the 
records of wars ancient and modern. Ear- 
lier conquerors frequently| turned their 
armies loose on captured cities and slew 
the inhabitants in vaster numbers. But 
they had not the advantages of modern 
implements and could not reduce their 
Savagery to mathematical calculations as 
a part of strategy in attack. 

People who live in cities in other. neu- 
tral countries should think about what 
was done to the residents of this city in 
neutral Holland. What was done there 
will be done elsewhere if resistance is 
shown when the Feuhrer wants to take 
control. The killing was not wanton; it 
had a purpose. The purpose was to com- 
pel the Dutch army to stop fighting the 
invaders. That is the Nazi way of mak- 
ing “war”. 


A further symptom of the reaction to 
events overseas is that the Government 
of the United States is thinking of putting 
into commission a fleet of destroyers 
which were built during or before the 
former Great War, which in the ordinary 
course of things would be sent to the scrap 
yards and replaced—or perhaps not re- 
placed—by craft of newer type. 


Official sources in London and Paris 
make no secret of their opinion that 
Britain and France are just now facing 
the most dangerous menace to their ex- 
istence since March 21st, 1918, when the 
most terrific German offensive of the 
former war was started. But while they 
sense this terrible fact in all it implies and 
might imply, Allied peoples may also re- 
member that that offensive finished the 
Germany army.. It was never thereafter 
an aggressive force, and eight months 
later capitulated.

The Passing Show

From all parts of the United States a cry is 
going up to loosen the restrictions which keep 
the American government from giving more 
effective aid to the Allied cause. There is no 
doubt which side the American nation wants to 
see win the war. Their hatred of the Nazi re- 

gime is fierce and funda- 
UNITED STATES mental. But they are 
AND THE ALLIES 

lation, before the 
wat began and in totally different circum- 
stances, which prevent them from acting with 
decision in this crisis. Yet delay, as they well 
know, may be ruinous not simply to the Allies 
but to themselves. 

What are the facts? The first restriction on 
American help to the Allies is the Johnson act, 
passed in 1934 as a punishment upon Britain 
and France for not having paid up all their war 
debts. (It must be remembered that the 
American government loaned every cent 
after the United States entered the war, and 
she was helping her Allies in an economic sense 
when her military effort still was small. But 
she wanted full payment just the same, ally or 
no ally). 

The Johnson Act “makes it unlawful within 
the United States, or any place subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States, for any person 
to purchase or sell the bonds, securities or other 
obligations of any foreign government ... or to 
make any loan to such foreign government... 
while such government is in default in the pay- 
ment of its obligations, or any part thereof, to 
the government of the United States.” It can be 
seen at once that as long as these sweeping 
regulations are kept in force, American eco- 
nomic aid to the Allies, let alone anything else, 
is marred at its source.

There was one small loophole in the John- 
son Act. The act applied only to private citi- 
zens, not to government agencies. Thus it was 
possible for the Export and Import Bank, a gov- 
ernment corporation exempt from the Johnson 
Act, to give some occasional help in financing 

commodity exports to Allied 
DRAWING THE countries. Last March, how- 
KNOT TIGHTER ever, the Bank was brought 

specifically under the terms 
of the Johnson Act and that loophole has been 
closed. 


Since the cash-and-carry provisions of the 
Néutrality Bill, which demand payment on the 
spot for all goods, are still in operation, it be- 
comes clear that United States legislation does 
not allow the American people to build one 
plane for which they are not paid, or ship any 
goods without immediate payment being re- 
ceived,

What are the resources of Britain and France 
in the U.S. now? Their total resources avail- 
able for purchases in the U.S. at the beginning 
of the war were $8,440,000,000. This figure is 
taken from a Federal Reserve Bulletin put out 
by the American government. The first five 

months of conflict saw 
ALLIED RESOURCES $170,000,000 of their 
IN THE U.S. American securities eaten 

away. To offset this loss, 
Britain and France exported a billion dollars 
worth of gold to the U.S. But with the war now 
in full blast, available resources will be used up 
quickly. There is grave apprehension on the 
part of the American papers and politicians 
friendly to the Allied cause that by January 1, 
1941, all this Allied reserve will be dissipated. 
What will happen then? 

Between 1915-17, Britain obtained some 
billion and a half dollars in the private capital 
markets of the U.S. and France got $590,000,000 
in the same period. The Johnson Act forbids 
such help now, no matter how urgently the 
Allies may need it. When the U.S. entered the 
war it loaned 3% billions to Britain and $1,970,- 
000,000 to France. The isolationist Senators are 
firmly opposed to similar loans being made now.

So it all comes down to this, The over- 
whelming majority of the American people are 
with the Allies in spirit and in sympathy, but 
legislation on the statute books of the country 
prevents them from rendering effective aid. A 
few months ago this situation was tolerable, But 

with the war in its present tense 
A TRAGIC phase, every day that goes by 
PARADOX means added danger. Just think 

what it would mean if America 
announced it would ship planes to Britain and 
France as quickly as it could make them and 
without expecting immediate payment for them. 

The biggest battles of American politics are 
to be fought now over such questions. But it’s 
a tragedy, possibly a fatal one, to fight political 
battles while the battle for human freedom may 
be lost or won on the western front. And if the 
Allies lose, America has lost its own first-line 
defences. It will then have to face the Nazi 
juggernaut alone. That is the basic, grim fact 
which must dominate American action. All the 
world awaits America’s answer,

A German Speaks 


No voice comes out of Germany to condemn 
or question the crimes now being committed in 
Germany’s name. None darés to speak in these 
days of mounting horror; if there is any protest 
within the German soul it is drugged into the 
obscene cry of “Sieg Heil!” But one German, at 
least dares to speak the truth to his deluded 
people, dares to tell them that they are fighting 
only for prison chains. This is Thomas Mann, 
who speaks to them with flaming eloquence in 
his new book, “This War.” 

He, at least, knows that this war was inherent 
in the Nazi system from its very beginning. He 
knows that it was not “forced on Germany,” 
but on a peaceful and civilized world, and on 
the German people themselves, by the “handful 
of perverted and bloody-minded men” now in 
power, 

«He admits, sadly, that the German people 
are dazzled by dreams of a victory which will 
bring them happines and glory forever. But 
will it? Dr. Mann warns his fellow-Germans 
that their way will be dark and bitter, even if 
they conquer the world. He is sure that a vic- 
tory for the Nazi system will bring Germany 
only a “black, blood-stained and violent future,” 
without liberty, without security, without peace. 
“Perpetual menace, merciless and gloating 
cruelty, harsh and bloody oppression, warlike 
tension unrelaxed”—these, he writes, are the 
conditions of the Nazi system's life, without 
which it could not survive, 

He is confident that it will not win, He pro- 
claims, in accents of a modern Cicero or Catiline, 
that it must and shall be destroyed. Germany 
will be thankful, some day, that the voice of this 
German patriot has not been stilled.—New York 
Times. 


Reaction In U.S.A. 


President Roosevelt has sent a special mes- 
Sage to Congress, detailing his recommendations 
for vast new expenditures for the national 
defense. He urges the immediate spending of 
another billion dollars, above all other existing 
expropriations for men and ships and guns. 

The spirit of this message is contained in 
what the President said at the press conference 
in the White House: “The national defense is the 
important thing and the method of financing is 
a secondary consideration.” 

What the President is asking for specifically 
is military equipment immediately for a million 
men in arms and for a great strengthening of 
the material and organization of the United 
States navy. 

Concurrently with this announcement is one 
which says that the new 35,000-ton battleship 
Washington will be launched on June 1 and her 
sister ship the North Carolina two weeks there- 
after, They will be the greatest ships of the 
American fleet and will be armed each with 
nine 16-inch guns, Also, it is announced, work 
is now begun on the super-battleship New 
Jersey, 45,000 tons. 

They are stirred at last by the invasion of 
the Low Countries to an urgent searching of 
their hearts in the United States. For the 
moment, the immediate reaction is this irresist- 
ible rush to make haste in their own national 
defense. There is a feeling that the enemy is 
almost at their own door at last. 

But beyond and above all this feeling is an 
unmistakable reaction against the old isolation- 
ism. They are beginning in the United States 
to question the validity of the assumption that 
they can and must stay out of the war.—Van- 
couver Province, 


On This Date

Some of us have sometimes asked why Can- 
ada did not attend the recent pan-American 
conference at Panama; but the reason is plain. 
Although we are an integral part of the Ameri- 
can continent, we are not a republic and our 
allegiance to the British crown makes us in- 
eligible. There are people who believe that this 
barrier will some day be overcome and that 
Canada will then, although remaining a member 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations, yet be 
recognized as an American power. 

With this situation it is interesting to note 
that just 60 years ago today (May 21, 1880) a 
proposal was made by a representative of 
Mexico that Canada should take the lead in a 
matter which concerned the southern portion 
of the Americas more than it did us. The inci- 
dent is important as showing how Canada’s 
growth, even only 17 years after Confederation 
was being noted by sister American nations, 
Senor A. Numez Ortega, then the Mexican min- 
ister to Belgium, wrote to Sir John Macdonald: 

“I am not sufficiently acquainted with the 
faculties created by the constitution of Canada 
to judge the possibilities of its government to 
lead a movement of an international character 
to oppose the extraordinary assumption by the 
American executive. The diplomatic relations 
between my country and England having been 
suspended for a number of years, we have more 
than once considered whether any peculiar 
clause of the constitution of Canada would afford 
an opportunity to enter into direct intercourse 
with the Dominion without the interference of 
the British home government. We have fol- 
lowed with considerable interest the develop- 
ment of British and local policy in that part of 
the American continent but as it is only by mere 
chance that we get the knowledge of events in 
Canada we cannot decide the line of conduct 
that at some future time may lead to a close 
friendship between the two countries.” 

Sir John was non-committal in his reply: “I 
have no doubt that Her Majesty's government 
will take the proper steps at the right time to 
press the rights of al] countries to use the Pan- 
ama cana] on equal terms, subject to the pay- 
ment of tolls, as if it were the open sea.” 

That ended that correspondence but in a 
memorandum to Lord Lorne, governor-general, 
two years later Sir John wrote: “Great indigna- 
tion prevails in Canada over the United States 
action in the matter of the Panama canal.”

Strictly speaking the term stom- 
ach ulcer should be limited to ulcer 
in the stomach alone, while the term 


duodenal ulcer should be retained | 
for ulcer occurring in the first part } 


of the small intestine, lying just be- 
yond the stomach. However, to the 


layman, an ulcer in either part is| 


commonly called a stomach ulcer. 
Inasmuch as the treatment for either 
type is much the same, the confusion 
does not make much difference. 

Apparently ulcer of the stomach 
is the more common in women, 
while duodenal ulcer is found more 
frequently in men. 

As a general rule, if an ulcer 
forms in the stomach it is likely to 
choose a location close to the outlet 
of the stomach, or it may occur 
along what is called the lesser cur- 
vature of the stomach. 

The X-ray will be found of the 
greatest value in making the diag- 
nosis of stomach or duodenal ulcer. 
Signs of the ulcer will probably 
reveal themselves by the X-ray ex- 
aminationin as hi,‘h as 85 to 90 per 
cent of all cases. Whenever ‘there 
is a case history of repeated at- 
tacks of “indigestion” it is a wise 
plan to use the X-ray. 

The symptoms of stomach or duo- 
dena] ulcer may be unmistakeably 
plain or quite vague. Generally 
speaking the average ulcer patient 
has periods when he is without 
symptoms. 

The chief symptom is likely to be 
pain. In time the patient may no- 
tice that the pain bears a close 
relationship to meals. For example, 


when the stomach becomes empty, 
| several hours after food has been 
taken. If more food is used, the 
pain will stop. The pain appears 
when the stomach empties because 
it is then that the acid of the gase 
tric juice has a chance to reach the 
ulcer and irritate it, 

Many patients with this stomach 
pain will discover for themselves 
that taking baking soda will help, 
as the soda neutralizes the acid 
and thus provides relief. While 
soda may be used in an emergency, 
| its use should not be condoned for 
an indefinite time, as such use may 
tend to increase the gastric hypere 
acidity already present, thus make 
ing matters worse. 

The management of stomach or 
duodenal ulcer chiefly concerns its 
| self with diet. A soft diet should be 
| used, and an exclusive milk diet 
|has in many instances been suc- 
| cessful in producing healing of the 
| ulcer, After the ulcer seems to b@ 
| healed, the patient must still take 
good care of himself for one or 
two years.

In Vancouver and Victoria as at 
other points, more than two score 
naval vessels are under process of 
construction, and the work has only 
just begun. 

At teeming shipyards, guarded 
by sentries pacing back and forth 
with fixed bayonets, the skeletons 
of numerous patrol vessels and 
minesweepers are raising in their 
cradles. Keels are being laid and 
steel ribs bolted to them. Maasive 
steel plates are being hoisted into 
place and rivetted down. One day 
soon these ships will ply the North 
Sea under the White Ensign, with 
a message for Hitler from British 
Columbia. 

DOING THEIR PART 

Not all the fighters are at the 
front, for the men who are working 
night and day building the ships 
are doing their part as much as 
those who will man them against 
the enemy. 

Night and day they build them, 
for when the sun goes down the 
huge lights come on, and the 
blacksmith’s forge and the weld- 
er’s torch glare through the night, 
The navy needs ships and needs 
them badly, and there isn't any 
time to waste. 

To the visitor all is confusion, 
but to the naval architect, watching 
his plans being put into concrete 
shape, it all goes as smoothly as a 
well-rehearsed play. 

When I built a boat—it was a cc- 
operative venture, we both put in| 
two dollars—we didn't bother with | 
such confusing things as plans. We | 
did have them to begin with, but| 
we threw them away and went on 
under a greatly simplified program, 

It was quite easy, merely a ques- 
tion of nailing some wide planks 
together for the bottom, putting 
some more around the sides, join- 
ing them at the front and back, 
and plugging everything with tar. 
The plans must have put us off 
after all, for when launched, all 
nine feet of our vessel's grace and 
beauty promptly vanished beneath | 
the waves, to be seen thereafter 
only at low tide, a dismal reminder | 
of the futility of man. 

The chaps who are building these 
trim navy craft, though, do it the 
hard way. 

TO FOOL ENEMY 

First of all they draw the plans, 
which are a lot of funny lines done 
on blue paper, seemingly to make 
the whole affair mystic, and to 
guarantee against the enemy hav- 
ing any idea of what is going on. 

Then up in a long, wide loft a 
lot of men take pieces of paper and 
creep about looking like father 
hunting for the sports section on 
Sunday morning. With chalk they 
mark the floor, which is criss- 
crossed with painted lines marking 
off inches. 

When the chalk lines are drawn, 
representing the innumerable 
plates, ribs and girders going into 
the boat, thin strips of wood are 
laid on them and cut to conform 
to their shape. 

This done, the wooden patterns 
go to the metal workers to be 
duplicated to steel. First comes the 
keel, a 200-foot metal segment lying 
on a support of wooden blocks, 
made of huge steel plates cut and 
bent into shape. 

Then the ribs are bolted to it 
From long strips of steel are cut 
narrow pieces, and bent into a 45 
degree angle along their length. 
The whole is thrust into a glowing 
forge and comes out pliable as a 
melting candle. 

On to vast flat metal slabs they 
are carried by tongs, and placed on 
the surface. Made of huge pieces of 
metal nearly a foot thick and 50 
feet spuare, the shaping slabs are 
patterned like a mammoth waffle 
iron, with countless square holes 
two inches across running in 
regular patterns. 


BEAMS ARE BENT 

Into these are driven steel pegs, 
along chalk lines drawn from the 
wooden patterns placed on them. 
By means of a hydraulic jack the 
amoking pieces of steel are then 
bent around the pegs until they 
assume the proper shape, After 
cooling they go to a punch which 
cuts rivet holes, and are then bolted 
to the kee! to form a skeleton. 

To these are rivetted steel plates, 
bent and cut into shape. Huge 
shears that slice through inch-thick 
steel] as a pair of scissors would 
cut through paper trim them to the 
right shape, and away they go. 

Bit by bit the ship grows, until 
down to the water she slides, and 
engines are installed. 

Terrible and wonderful are the 
machines that work the steel. 
Metal rollers, looking for all the 
world like Mrs. Paul Bunyan's 
washing wringer, receive thick 
steel plates and bend them to the 
required shape and angie.

OTTAWA, May 21. — An 
attentive House of Commons 
Monday night heard Mrs. D. 
W. Nielsen (Unity, North Bat- 
tleford), only woman mem- 
ber of the Chamber, make her 
first speech in parliament and 
applauded her roundly. In a 
clear, distinct voice, with an 
English accent, she pleaded 
the cause of the prairie farmer 
and the frontier folk of the 
west, during the address de- 
bate. Mrs. Nielsen prepared 
her gpeech well and was given 
a fine hearing, most of the 
members leaning forward and 
listening intently to her clean- 
cut sentences and well-chosen 
phrases. Mrs. Nielsen wore a 
black, tailored dress during 
her appearance in the House 
last night. 


WIL. Tea To 
Aid Plight Of 


Refugees 


Commemorative of the Rush- 
Bagot treaty which, over a hundred 
years ago, inaugurated the continu- 
ing peace between Canada and the 
United States, the annual Good Will 
tea will be held by members of the 
Women's Internationa] League for 
Pemee and Freedom on Tuesday, 
June 4, in Talmud Torah hall. 

More than half of the proceeds of 
the tea will be devoted to the 
refugee work of the organization. 
The work commenced immediately | 
after the Munich crisis, when ap- 
peals came from the Prague section 
of the League to help immediately | 
in the removal of many social 
democrats from Czecho-Slovakia, 
who were in imminent danger of 
death or imprisonment in concen- 
tration camps. Though it had been 
felt that humanitarian activities 
could best be done through the Red 
Cross, the Society of Friends, and 
other agencies already organized, 
the league realized that smaller 
organizations could do much to 
meet urgent demands in a special 
way. Since that time, the London 
office of the league has dealt with 
large numbers of refugees and is 
today supporting between 70 and 
100 refugees in the English capital 

The Danish section of the league 
has organized co-operatives, and has 
brought out thousands of Jews from 
Germany, affording them training 
in agriculture and dairying and 
sending them to Palestine. Just 
prior to the invasion of Denmark 
50 of these refugees, mainly of 
adolescent age, were sent by air- 
plane to Palestine, Those remaining 
were unfortunate, for the swift in- 
vasion of Denmark threw the work! 
under German scrutiny before 
files could be destroyed, and many 
of the Jewish people involved have 
been sent to concentration camps.

French-Canadian people and sang 
them some of their olden songs. 


ROOTS AND MANNERS 


“In olden Acadia in Nova Scotia, 
especially are the roots and man- 
ners of old France to be seen,” said 
the speaker, “for many of the mod- 
ern French folk see in their own 
handiwork resemblances to the 
craft of the Acadia folk and find 
that it is from Canada that their 
crafts have come. Many of the 
families bear the same names and 
are the descendants of settlers in| 
Acadia who returned to France dur- | 
ing the years of Anglo-Canadian 
stress. 

“The names that are found-in the 
records of Acadia are found today | 
in many regions in France; those 
same names that figure in the ro- 
mance, Evangeline by Longfellow, 
are found today in France, and it 
has been from Canada that the peo- | 
ple now bearing those names have 
come. 

“There has been a definite inter- | 
change between Canada and France | 
of names, customs and handicraft 
and one cannot study French culture 
as I have done, without studying 
Canadian also,” said Miss Gaultier 
“It is smal] wonder then that such | 
friendship exists between France | 
and Canada. The French regard the 
Canadians as “their little cousins” 
and have a special place in their | 
hearts for them.” 

Research in French-Canadian cul- 
ture has led Miss Gaultier to be- 
lieve that Canada has within her 
boundaries the richest folklore in 
the world. The songs of French-Can- 
ada go back to the 12th century 
French, the speech to the 15th and 
16th centuries. The legends em- 
bodied in French story and song are 
the most exquisite in the world, 
and among the oldest. There are 
10.000 folk songs French-Can- 
adian culture, said Miss Gaultier. 


THREE FULKLORES 


Canada has moreover. said the 
Speaker, three distinct national 
folklores, the French-Canadian, the 
Eskimo and the Indian. and while it 
is the privilege of Canadians to en- 
joy these to the full, it is her duty 
to see that her unique heritage is

George Woythiw, elected for 
Vegreville constituency in the 
Provincial general election of 


March 21 last, has resigned his 


Seat to make way for Hon. Solon 

E. Low, provincial treasurer, and 

the by-election will be held on 

June 20, it was officially an- 

nMounced Tuesday, 

Mr. Low was defeated in the 
Warner constituency which he had 
Tepresented since 1935. 

His position in the government 
and the legislature has been con- 
sidered so strong that the party 
desired to retain his services and 
efforts to obtain a seat for him were 
commenced at once. 


HANDED TO PREMIER 

Mr. Woytkiw’s resignation was 
handed to boin Premier William 
Aberhart and Hon, Ernest C. Man- 
ning, provincial secretary and min- 
ister of trade and industry. 


Normally a member's resignation 
fs submitted to the Speaker of the 
House, but as this »ost will not be 
filled until the next legislature 
meets, it is provided that any mem- 
ber resigning must send his resig- 
nation to two other members. 

In the 1935 provincial general 
election, the Vegreville constituency 
was won by Dr. J. L. McPherson on 
behalf of Social Credit. In the redis- 
tribution bill which became effec- 
tive for the election of March 21 
Jast, a new constituency of Bruce 
was brought into being and Dr. 
McPherson ran there and won. 


FIRST APPEARANCE 

Mr. Woytkiw made his first ap- 
pearance in politics and won Vegre- 
ville, It is expected that he will 
return to the civil service and re- 
sume his activities as a member of 
the debt adjustment organization. 

Mr. Woytkiw’'s majority in Vegre- 
ville was between 300 and 400. 

In some quarters it. is believed 
that Mr. Low will be given an 
acclamation, in view of the inten- 
sive activity in Europe, although 
other parties have not yet com- 
mented. 


WRIT ISSUED 

Writ for the by-election was is- 
sued Tuesday, by R, A. Andisoz, 
chief electoral officer. Archibald E. 
Reeser of Vegreville has been ay- 
pointed returning officer for the bv- 
election, a post he held in the gen- 
eral election of March 21 last. 

On Tuesday three certified copies 
of the voters’ list in the Vegrevile 
constituency were being prepared 
here and will be furwarded to Mr. 
Reeser. As the genera) election is 
so recent no new enumeration will 
be carried out. 

After receipt of the election wr't, 
Mr. Reeser will post his election 
proclamation. The voters’ lists will 
also be posted at. various points 
Dates on which the court of revision 
for the list will sit will be posted. 


DECIDE FOR SELVES 

Questioned regarding the likeli- 
hood of opposition for Mr. Low, 
prominent Independent members of 
the legislature stated it was a matter 
for Independent supporters in the 
constituency to decide for them- 
Gelves. 

Leading Liberals, when ques- 
tioned, had no statement to make 
regarding their attitude and C.C.F. 
supporters declared they desired 
to test the feeling of their support- 
ers before commenting. 

There is a strong feeling that Mr. 
Low will be returned unopposed. 
This body of feeling states that the 
position of the parties would be un- 
changed as a result of the election 
and that with the public so recently 
passed through two elections, that 
there igs nothing to be gained by 
bringing on the expense and diffi- 
culties of another election, even 
though it be a by-election.

More and more 
people are indulging in sport themselves for recreation and health 
than ever before. This leaves many of them without either the 
time or money to attend games as spectators and seems to be a major

In the canoe, powered by an 
outboard motor, they carried a 
gun, a bow and arrow, two fish 
hooks and some wire to make 
snares for trapping rabbits and 
prairie chickens, 

Morris plans to ship his canoe 
from Winnipeg to Waterways, Alta. 
From there they will go north on 
the Athabaska river to Great Slave 
lake, down the Mackenzie river to 
the Arctic circle, up Rat river to 
McDougall’s pass, YT, and down 
the Bell river, on the western slopes
